AT a meeting of the General Assembly of the State 
of Alabama begun and held in the town of Huntsville 
on the fourth Monday in October in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and nineteen, it 
being the first session of the first General Assembly 
of said Stale, the following gentlemen, members of 
the Senate an certificate of Election made by Henry 
Hitchcock, Esq. Secretary of State, presented by 
Mr. Bibb, appeared and took their seats, to wit,

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MONDAY, Oct. 25, 1819. 

On motion of Mr. Hogg, Mr. Casey was called to 
the chair. 

On motion of Mr. Moore, resolved, that a Secreta¬ 
ry pro tern, be appointed for this House. 

On motion of Mr Garth, J ohn M. Taylor was ap¬ 
pointed Secretary pro tern. 

On motion of Mr. Watkins, resolved, that the Sen¬ 
ate do now proceed to the election of a President 
thereof. Whereupon the election being conducted 
viva voce; it appeared that Mr. Thomas Bibb was 
unanimously elected, who being conducted to the 
chair returned his acknowledgements to the House, 
and proceeded to the duties thereof. 

On motion of Mr. Watkins, resolved, that the 
Senate do now proceed to the election of a Secretary, 
and the election having been conducted viva voce, it 
appeared that Thomas A. Rogers was elected, who 
was qualified accordingly and proceeded to the duties 
thereof. 

On motion of Mr. Casey, resolved, that the Senate 
do now proceed to the election of to door-keeper 
thereof, and the election having been conducted vive 
voce, it appeared that John K. Dun was elected who 
entered on the duties thereof. 

On motion of Mr. Casey, a message was sent to 
the House of Representatives, informing them that 
the Senate had convened— elected Mr. Thomas Bibb, 
President, Thomas A. Rogers, Secretary, and John 
R. Dun door-keeper, and were ready to proceed to 
business. 

On motion the Senate adjourned until 4 o'clock 
past meridian. 

4 o'clock, P. M. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment, when 
there appearing no business before the House, the 
senate adjourned until 10 o'clock to morrow morning. 
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TUESDAY, Oct.26, 1819. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

On motion of Mr. Moore the following resolution 
was adopted: Resolved that a committee of 
members be appointed to prepare and draft miles of 
decorum and order, for the government of this house. 

On motion of Mr Moore, resolved, that the blank 
in the above resolution be filled with the number 
"five,” whereupon Messrs Moore, Casey, Garth 
Watkins and Hogg were appointed a committee. 

Received from the House of Representatives by 
Mr Bell their clerk , a message informing the Senate 
they had convened elected Mr James Dillet, speak¬ 
er J. J. Bell, clerk and Daniel Rather, door-keeper 
and were ready to proceed to business. 

Mr Moore proposed the adoption of the following 
resolution which was read and rejected: Resolved, 
that until rules of order be prepared and adopted for 
the government of the Senate, that the rules of deco¬ 
rum for the government of the Senate of the state of 
New York be adopted for the government of this 
House. 

On motion of Mr Hogg, resolved, that the rules 
for the government of the senate of the state of New 
York be read by the Secretary. 

On motion of Mr Sims, resolved, that the resolu¬ 
tion moved by Mr Moore, proposing to adopt the 
rules of order for the government of the Senate of the 
state of New York, as rules for the government of 
this House be reconsidered, when. 

On motion of Mr Moore, the resolution was adop¬ 
ted. 

Mr Robert A . Harwell, senator from the county 
of Baldwin, appeared and look his seal. 

On motion of Mr Farmer the following resolution 
was adopted : Resolved, that a committee of two 
members be appointed on the part of this house to 
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wait on his Excellency the Governor, together with 
such members as may be appointed on the part of the 
House of Representatives, to inform him that the two 
branches of the General Assembly are organized , and 
are ready to receive any communications he may think 
proper to make : whereupon Messrs Farmer and Ca¬ 
sey were appointed a committee on the part of the 
senate. 

On motion, ordered, that a message be sent to the 
house of representatives, informing them thereof, and 
asking their concurrence in answer to which a mes¬ 
sage of concurrence was received from the house of 
representatives, naming Messrs. Owen and Towns as 
a committee on their part. 

On motion of Mr Garth, the following resolution 
was adopted, resolved, that the Secretary, under the 
direction of the President, be authorized to furnish 
stationary for the us of the Senate. 

On motion of Mr Garth, the following resolution 
was adopted : resolved, that the President assign to 
Mr. Boardman a seat within the bar of the Senate 
for the purpose of taking down the proceedings there¬ 
of. 

Received from the house of representatives a mes¬ 
sage proposing to meet the senate tomorrow, for the 
purpose of electing two senators to represent this 
state in the Congress of the United States : Where¬ 
upon Mr Chambers proposed the adoption of the fol¬ 
lowing resolution ; resolved, that the senate concur 
with the house of representatives in meeting in the 
representatives chamber on tomorrow at 12 o'clock, 
for the purpose of electing two Senators to the Con¬ 
gress of the United States, which was read and re¬ 
jected. 

On motion of Mr Moore the following resolution 
was adopted : resolved, that the senate disagree to 
the resolution of the house of representatives as re- 
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lates to the day appointed for the election of Sena¬ 
tors to the Congress, of the United States, and that 
they will proceed to the said election on at 

12 o'clock. 

Mr. Moore moved to fill the blank with Friday 
next, which was rejected. 

On motion of Mr. Sims, ordered, that the blank 
be filled with Thursday, whereupon a message was 
sent to the house of representatives informing them 
thereof and asking their concurrence, its answer to 
which a message of concurrence was received from 
the house of representatives by Mr. Bell their clerk. 

Mr. Casey from the committee appointed to wait 
on his Excellency the Governor and inform him that 
the General Assembly had convened and were ready 
to receive any communications he might think proper 
to make, reported they had performed that service 
and received for answer that he would make his com¬ 
munication in writing : this evening at 3 o'clock. 

3 o-clock, P. M. 

A communication from his Excellency the Govern¬ 
or by his private secretary, Mr. J ames S. Walker 
was delivered to the President addressed to both 
houses of the General Assembly, which with the ac¬ 
companying documents were read as follows : 
Gentlemen of the Senate and 
Gentlemen of the House of Representatives, 

Your present meeting will form a memorable epoch 
in our history. Chosen to perform the first acts of 
Legislation for the State of Alabama, you cannot esti¬ 
mate too highly the great interests committed to your 
charge, or the important consequences which may flow 
from your deliberations. The people have framed a 
constitution which recognizes and establishes the es¬ 
sential principles of liberty : prescribes th manhole 
in which the government shall be organized ; and de- 
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signates the powers which shall be exercised by the 
respective departments. To the Legislature is con¬ 
fided the arduous task of completing the edifice, and 
of enacting laws for the protecting of the rights of 
persons and of property, and for the advancement of 
the general welfare. Never has any state commen¬ 
ced its operations under more suspicious circumstances 
or furnished stronger evidence in the outset of its ca¬ 
pacity for self-government; and I cherish the hope, 
that the character of our institutions will receive an 
impulse from your labours, which may entitle you to 
the lasting gratitude of future ages. 

Our country is remarkable for its natural advanta¬ 
ges; and we possess the means of rendering it dis¬ 
tinguished for the intelligence and moral habits of its 
citizens, and for the enlightened policy of its councils. 

— The diffusion of knowledge among the people 

a code of laws adapted to the prevention of crimes 
and the enforcement of the civil duties expounded 
and executed by men selected for their wisdom and 
integrity; and a due regard to the improvement of 
those blessings which we owe to the bounty of Pro¬ 
vidence, and which are presented in our soil, rivers 
and climate cannot fail to make us respectable abroad 

— prosperous and happy at home. 

Ignorance and civil liberty are unnatural associates 
Where the people are the fountain of authority , the 
source whence all power is derived, for the direction 
of the public concerns, and the tribunal whose sen¬ 
tence is final and conclusive, it is indispensable to a 
just appreciation of their rights an a correct exer¬ 
cise of their control, that they be capable of discrim¬ 
inating between liberty and licentionaness - between 
invasions of their liberties and those salutary bur¬ 
thens and restraints which are necessary to the gen¬ 
eral serenity. It is in such a state of society only 
that honest statesmen can prosecute their plans for the 
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promotion of the public good with full confidence in 
the judgment of their constituents : or that the selfish 
views of designing demagogues will be detected and 
defeated. It is in such a state of society , that detrac¬ 
tion and falsehood, the weapons of faction will be 
successfully opposed by the voice of truth; that 
merit will find a certain reward in the general ap¬ 
probation; that the sin of ingratitude , so often as¬ 
cribed to republics, will be carefully avoided; that 
freemen will perceive and pursue their true interests; 
and that the best evidences will be afforded of the 
decisive advantages of our representative system 
over every other form of government. The real pat¬ 
riot who is ambitious to acquire that fame only which 
belongs to great and good actions, will always ap¬ 
peal to the virtue and intelligence of the community, 
while the artful seeker of popular favour addresses 
their passions and their prejudices; and as the one 
or the other prevails, so will the measures of the 
State be the offspring of enlarged and disinterested 
views, or of a narrow contracted policy, as worthy the 
character and ruinous to the best interests of a free 
people. 

So important to the advancement of republican 
principles has the distribution of knowledge been con¬ 
sidered, that it is declared in an article of permanent 
compact between the original states and the people 
of the territories that a Religion, morality, and know¬ 
ledge, being necessary to good government and the 
happiness of mankind, schools and the means of ed¬ 
ucation shall forever be encouraged." And the Con¬ 
gress have fully redeemed the pledge on the part of 
the United States. Seventy two sections in two on 
the townships of land to be designated by the Sec¬ 
retary of the Treasury are reserved by law "for the 
use of a seminary of learning, and vested in the Leg¬ 
islature of this state" "to be appropriated solely for 
2 
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the use of such seminary.” And the secretary is 
moreover authorized to select the two townships in 
small tracts consisting in not less than two sections 
each. I have been in the expectation of receiving 
intelligence from the seat of general government re¬ 
specting the selection but owing for accidental causes, 
it has not yet reached me. As all the information 
necessary to enable you to Legislate on the subject, 
will probably arrive in a few days , I shall at a future 
period of your session, submit to your consideration 
the mode of appropriating the lands, which I con¬ 
sider the best calculated to advance the highly inter¬ 
esting object designated in the grant. In addition 
to the foregoing fund for the purposes of learning, 
the sixteenth section in every township ( or if that 
has been disposed of) other lands equivalent there 
to are "granted to the inhabitants of such town¬ 
ships for the use of schools.” An act of Congress 
authorizes the County Courts to provide for leasing 
the same, and limits the duration of the lease to the 
first of J anuary, next succeeding the establishment of 
a State Government. It is proper therefore that 
some legislative provision of the subject should be 
adopted to take effect from and after that period and 
I perceive no objection to a continuance with the 
county courts the authority to lease, under the re¬ 
strictions that the leases shall not extend beyond the 
term of two years, and that the proceeds shall be ap¬ 
plied to the objects for which the grant has been 
made. In the mean time the country will be general¬ 
ly settled, and it may be advisable thereafter, to 
place the disposition of the fund, under the immedi¬ 
ate control of the inhabitants of the respective town¬ 
ships. 

The improvement of our rivers and roads claims 
your particular attention. Five per cent of the net 
proceeds to the lands being within this State, which 
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shall have been or may be sold by Congress, after the 
first day of September last (deducting all expenses 
incident to the same) is reserved for making public 
roads and canals and for improving the navigation 
of rivers; of which three fifths are to be applied to 
those objects within this state under the direction of 
the legislature, and two fifths to the making of a road 
or roads leading to the state , under the direction of 
Congress. And our constitution has enjoined that the 
"General Assembly shall make provisions by law 
for obtaining correct knowledge of the several ob¬ 
jects proper for improvement in relation to the navi¬ 
gable waters and to the roads of this state, and for 
making a systematic and economical application of 
the means appropriated to those objects." I recom¬ 
mend to your consideration the policy of providing 
by law for the appointment of a skilful engineer 
whose duty it shall be to examine the rivers within 
our limits, and to report as soon as practicable, to 
what extent, in what manner, and at what expense 
the navigation of each may be improved, and also the 
nearest and most eligible approaches which can be 
made between the waters of the Tennessee and Mo¬ 
bile rivers. 

A general revision of the existing statutes being 
called for by the late change in our political condition 
it is needless and would be tedious to detail the vari¬ 
ous modifications which have become necessary. The 
organization of the judicial department and the ap¬ 
pointment of judges will also require your early at¬ 
tention. If the primary object of laws are the "es¬ 
tablishment of rights and the prohibition of wrongs," 
it is essential that the laws be calculated to attain 
those objects, and that they be properly expounded 
— rigidly and impartially executed. Defects in their 
execution are no less injurious to society than defects 
in the laws themselves, and I feel confident that so 
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far as depends on the legislative authority, every ef¬ 
fort will be made to guard against both. The rights 
of the citizen can never be secure in any country or 
under any form of government, unless the judges in 
the last resort be men of integrity and intelligence. 

To obtain the services of such men, adequate provis¬ 
ion for their support is indispensible. I n times of 
great national danger and calamity it may be expect¬ 
ed that every patriot regardless of personal consider¬ 
ations, will devote himself to the public; but while 
the country is in profound peace, and the inhabitants 
are enjoying its blessings, we should not presume 
that competent citizens whose pecuniary resources 
are limited can relinquish their domestic comforts 
for public honors without due compensation. It 
would be unreasonable to expect it- unjust to desire 
it. Avoiding extravagance on this one hand, and 
parsimony on the other, salaries should be propor¬ 
tionate to the importance and labors of the office, 
and to the talents which are incident to a correct dis¬ 
charge of its duties. Such a course of policy will 
render the public services equally accessible to the 
poor and to the rich and will enable you to select 
from the best capacities of the country ; while a pen- 
nious provision will exclude those classes whose 
fortunes are moderate and whose talents furnish the 
means of providing for their families. So deeply in¬ 
volved in the courts which may be pursued on this 
subject, do I consider the best interest of our infant 
state, and so fully am I convinced that the respecta¬ 
bility and usefulness of our judiciary will depend on 
the compensation which may be allowed, that I would 
respectfully suggest the propriety of legislating on 
the subject before the judges are appointed. 

I n relation to the revision of the laws, it may be 
proper to remark, that the territorial and providing 
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for the punishment of offences committed on the I n- 
dian lands within our limits, but without the bounda¬ 
ries of the respective counties, cannot now be execut¬ 
ed. That act authorizes the Superior Courts to pro¬ 
ceed to the trial of offenders in any county to which 
they may be brought; but the constitution of the 
State declares, that the accused shall be entitled "to 
a speedy trial by an impartial jury of the County or 
district in which the offence shall have been commit¬ 
ted." It therefore follows, that to render offences 
cognizable by the courts, they must have been com¬ 
mitted within the specified limits of a county. Full 
force however may be given to the law by annexing 
to the adjacent counties, all the county within the 
state not embraced in any county. 

Among the duties expressly devolved on the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly by the constitution, and the perform¬ 
ance of which during the present session is absolute¬ 
ly required, are the appointment of a Secretary of 
State, an Attorney General, Solicitors, a Treasurer 
and Comptroller of Public Accounts and the enact¬ 
ment of laws regulating elections. It is also enjoin¬ 
ed that provisions be made for the organizing and disci¬ 
plining the Militia and for the appointment of the of¬ 
ficers ; for an enumeration of the inhabitants of the 
State ; and for the appointment of a competent num¬ 
ber of J ustices of the Peace in the respective counties. 
You will perceive, moreover, he necessity of provid¬ 
ing for the appointment of Coroners, Constables, Sur¬ 
veyors, Assessors and Collectors of Taxes, and of 
such other county officers as you may deem expedi¬ 
ent. 

I amend in the possession of the means of ascertain¬ 
ing whether any change in the present system of rev¬ 
enue will be required by the amount of the public ex¬ 
penditures. The receipt into the Treasury will be 
laid before you by the proper officer, and you will be 
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enabled to estimate the sum that will be necessary to 
meet the appropriations which may be authorized for 
the future. 

The subject of arranging the permanent limits of 
the respective counties, so far as it may be practicable 
under existing circumstances is worthy of your con¬ 
sideration. Accommodations for the courts and hous¬ 
es for securing offenders will not be provided, while 
the seats of justice are temporary; and such is the ex¬ 
tent of some of the counties that a large portion of the 
inhabitants are deprived of the benefits of govern¬ 
ment. 

That the State may be represented in the Senate 
of the United States at an early period of their ses¬ 
sion , it is desirable that the Senators should be elect¬ 
ed as soon as your deliberations will permit. 

Herewith I lay before you a statement of the ac¬ 
counts between this State and the State of Missis¬ 
sippi, together with explanatory letters on the subject. 
The copies of the Digests of the laws which are charg¬ 
ed in the account have been recently received and 
distributed. 

Having been informed by a communication from an 
officer of the United States that the quote of arms for 
the present year, to which this State is entitled un¬ 
der an act of Congress is three hundred and four 
and that they would be forwarded to any place (the 
most convenient for water carriage.) I might think 
proper to designate, I gave instructions that they 
should be shipped to the town of Mobile. The act 
under the authority of which the laws have been 
procured, makes provision for arming and equipping 
the whole body of the militia of the United States 
and appropriated for that purpose, the annual sum of 
two hundred thousand dollars. All the arms obtained 
in virtue of the Act, are to be transmitted by the sev¬ 
eral States and Territories in proportion to the num- 
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ber of effective militia in each and are to be distribu¬ 
ted to the militia "under such rules and regula¬ 
tions as shall be by law prescribed by the legisla¬ 
ture of each state and territory.” It is therefore 
the province of the General Assembly to adopt the 
necessary measures for carrying into effect the object 
of the national legislature. 

Pursuant to the provision of an act of the last 
General Assembly, appointing the Governor a com¬ 
missioner to lay off, or cause to be laid off, on such 
plan as he should deem most suitable a town at the 
junction of the rivers Alabama and Cahawba, and of¬ 
fer the lots for sale to the highest bidder, one hun¬ 
dred and eighty-two lots were sold during the fourth 
week of May last, for the sum of one hundred and 
twenty-three thousand eight hundred and fifty-six 
dollars; of which thirty thousand nine hundred and 
sixty-four dollars (being one fourth part) was receiv¬ 
ed at the time of sale, together with fifty-one dollars 
and twenty-five cents, being the second instalment of 
lot No. 53 ; amounting in the whole to thirty-one 
thousand and fifteen dollars and twenty-five cents. 
The expenses of surveying, of sale, &c. as appears 
by the receipts of Willis Roberts and Benjamin Clem¬ 
ents, were seven hundred and thirty dollars , leaving 
thirty thousand two hundred and eighty-five dollars 
twenty-five cents ; of which twenty thousand four 
hundred and five dollars were paid over to the terri¬ 
torial Treasurer. One hundred and twenty dollars 
have been since drawn to complete the payment of 
the expences before stated : leaving in the treasury 
twenty thousand two hundred and eighty five dollars 
twenty-five cents. Ten thousand dollars were de¬ 
posited in the Planter's and Merchant's Bank of 
Huntsville, and will be expended in the erection of a 
temporary State House at the town of Cahawba, for 
which a contract was made to the month of May last. 
Of that sum three thousand dollars have been drawn 
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and placed in the hands of an agent in Cahawba to 
be advanced to the contractor in conformity to the 
terms of agreement. The principle parts of the build¬ 
ing are to be finished on or before the first day of 
August next, for nine thousand dollars ; and the re¬ 
mainder of the sum appropriated , will be required 
and is sufficient to complete the whole, and to pro¬ 
vide the necessary accommodations for the two 
branches of the Legislature. I learn that the building 
has been commenced, and that no doubts is enter¬ 
tained of its completion within the time specified in 
the contract. 

I n lieu of the section of land previously reserved 
for the seat of the Territorial or State Government, 
we are indebted to the liberality of Congress for the 
donation of sixteen hundred and twenty acres for the 
same object, consisting of sundry fractions and a 
quarter section "lying on both sides of the Alabama 
and Cahawba rivers, and including the mouth of the 
river Cahawba.” - There being two ferries and a few 
acres of land prepared for cultivation within the lim¬ 
its of the grant, they have been rented until the first 
of J anuary next for one thousand and four dollars. 
Twenty dollars have been paid, which, with bonds 
to the amount of nine hundred and eighty four dollars. 
I have deposited in the Treasury. The very liber¬ 
al and unprecedented donation we have received, 
will if judiciously managed, produce a fund of at 
least three hundred thousand dollars- a sum amply 
sufficient to provide permanent buildings and accom¬ 
modations for the several departments of the govern¬ 
ment and to defray the expences of erecting other 
works for the public convenience. I consider it ad¬ 
visable that authority be given to lay off and offer for 
sale, an additional number of lots in the town of Ca¬ 
hawba: and that provision be made for the appoint¬ 
ment of commissioners to take charge of the public 
property and to exercise such powers as are usually 
granted to corporate towns. 
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I cannot close this communication without advert¬ 
ing the signal favors which have been bounteously 
extended towards us by the great Author of every 
good. Abundant crops have rewarded the labors of 
the husbandman; and we are permitted to enjoy the 
blessings of liberty, peace and plenty. No people 
ever had stronger incentives to improve their means 
of happiness or were under greater obligations to 
manifest their devout gratitude to the Ruler of the 
universe. In discharging the high trusts to which 
we have been called, let us not be unmindful that the 
future prosperity of our country is essentially con¬ 
cerned in the councils of the present day; and dis¬ 
charging all local jealousies and party animosities 
let us unite as members of the same family having a 
common interest in directing our minds and our efforts 
to the advancement of the general welfare. So far 
as depends on me you may rely on every co-opera¬ 
tion which can be rendered by good intentions, untied 
with a zealous devotion to the public interest.

On motion the senate adjourned until tomorrow 
morning 10 o'clock. 

WEDNESDAY, Oct. 27, 1819. 

The Senate met agreeably to adjournment. 

Received from the House of Representatives, by 
Mr. Bell their clerk, a message proposing the ap¬ 
pointment of a joint committee, to consist of three 
members on part of the House of Representatives to 
examine and report the most eligible and convenient 
rooms that can be obtained for the accommodation of 
both houses of the General Assembly, as well as the 
terms on which such rooms can be had, and naming 
Messrs Davis, Vaughn and Winston on their part 
for that purpose. 

On motion, ordered, that the Senate concur in the 
proposition and that a message be sent to the House 
of Representatives informing them thereof; where¬ 
upon Messrs. Terrell and Sims were appointed on 
part of the senate. 

Message from the house of representatives , by 
Mr. Bell their clerk : Mr President the house of 
representatives have appointed a committee of three 
consisting of Messrs. Everett, Harrison and Saffold, 
to act with such committee as the senate may appoint 
for the purpose of contracting for the printing the laws 
and journals of the General Assembly together with 
such other public printing as may be required. 

On motion, ordered, that the senate do concur and 
that a message be sent to the house of representatives, 
informing them thereof; whereupon Messrs Casey 
and Rea were appointed a committee in part of the 
senate. 
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Mr. Moore proposed the adoption of the following 
resolution: 

Resolved, that the following standing committees 
be appointed, to wit, a committee of privileges 
and elections, a committee of propositions and 
grievances; a committee of finance and a committee 
of claims, to consist of members each, and 
a committee of enrolled bills to consist of 
members: which said resolution was withdrawn by 
the mover. 

On motion of Mr. Garth, resolved, that the follow¬ 
ing be appointed standing committees of the senate, 
and that they consist of three members each, to wit, 

1 A committee of privileges and elections 

2 A committee on the judiciary 

3 A committee of propositions and grievances 

4 A committee of roads and navigation 

5 A committee of schools and colleges. 

On motion, ordered that after the word "senate" 
that the words "and that they consist of three mem¬ 
bers each," be stricken out: when on motion and 
resolution was adopted. 

Ordered, that the committee of privileges and elec¬ 
tions consist of three members; whereupon Messrs. 
Chambers, Connor and Hodges were appointed. 
Ordered, that the committee on the judiciary con¬ 
sist of five members; whereupon Messrs. Garth 
Moore, Casey, Chambers and Watkins were appoint¬ 
ed. 

Ordered, that the committee of propositions and 
grievances consist of three members; whereupon 
Messrs Moore, Harwell & Farmer were appointed. 
Ordered, that the committee of roads and naviga¬ 
tion consist of seven members; whereupon Messrs 
Mims, Garth, Hanby, Ware, Metcalf, Hogg and Trot¬ 
ter were appointed. 

Ordered, that the committee of schools and colle¬ 
ges consist of three members ; whereupon Messrs 
Terrell, Casey and Gause were appointed. 
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Mr Garth proposed the following resolution; re¬ 
solved by the senate and house of representatives 
that in all elections by the General Assembly, the 
members of both houses will assemble in the repre¬ 
sentatives chamber, and that the names of the mem¬ 
bers of each house shall be called by their respective 
clerks, and the votes noted by the President of sen¬ 
ate and speaker of the house of representatives; 
whereupon the speaker shall announce the result 
which was read the first time and passed. 

On motion ordered that the rule of order which re¬ 
quires all resolutions to be read on three several 
days be dispensed with, and that said resolution be 
read a second time forthwith ; said resolution was 
then read a second time and passed. 

Ordered that said resolution be engrossed for a 
third reading. 

Ordered that said resolution engrossed be read a 
third time; and the resolution was then read a third and 
last time and passed. 

Ordered that the secretary inform the house of re¬ 
presentatives thereof, and desire their concurrence. 

On motion of Mr. Chambers the following resolu¬ 
tion was adopted, 

Resolved that members be appointed 

on the part of the senate, to act with such members 
as may be appointed on the part of the house of rep¬ 
resentatives as a committee of finance. 

On motion of Mr. Moore, ordered that the blank 
in said resolution be filled with the number five; 
whereupon Messrs. Chambers, Trotter, Rose, Moore 
and Farmer were appointed. 

Ordered that the secretary inform the house of re¬ 
presentatives thereof, and desire their concurrence. 

On motion of Mr. Moore the following resolution 
was adopted, Resolved, that a committee on enrolled 
bills to consist of members be appointed 
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to act jointly with such committee as may be appoint¬ 
ed by the house of representatives. 

On motion of Mr. Rose, ordered that the blank is 
said resolution be filled with the number three; where¬ 
upon Messrs Moore, Rose and Ware were appoint¬ 
ed. 

Ordered that the secretary inform the house of re¬ 
presentatives thereof and desire their concurrence. 

The order of the day for committee of the whole, 
the message of his excellency the governor, was post¬ 
poned until tomorrow. The senate adjourned until 
tomorrow morning, ten o'clock. 

THURSDAY, Oct. 28, 1819. 

On motion of Mr. Hogg the following resolution 
was adopted. Resolved that a military committee 
be appointed consisting of three members- where¬ 
upon Messrs Hogg, Gause, and Conner were ap¬ 
pointed. 

On motion of Mr. Garth the following resolution 
was adopted, Resolved that the standing committees, 
have leave to report by bill or otherwise, on all sub¬ 
jects referred to them. 

On motion of Mr. Garth the Senate according to 
the order of the day resolved itself into committee 
of the whole house on the message of His Excellency 
the Governor, of the 26th instant, Mr Chambers in 
the chair. And after some time spent therein, Mr. 
Speaker resumed the chair and Mr. Chambers re¬ 
ported that the committee had according to order 
had the message of His Excellency the Governor un¬ 
der consideration, and made some progress therein, 
but not having time to go through with the same, and 
instructed him to ask leave to set again which was 
granted.

Message from the House of Representatives by 
Messrs. Owen and Chapman. 
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Mr. President, 

The House of Representatives have disagreed 
to the resolution of your honorable body, respecting 
the election of Senators to the Congress of the United 
States, and have adopted the following resolution in 
which they desire your concurrence.— Resolved by the 
Senate and House of Representatives of the State 
of Alabama, in General Assembly convened, that 
in all elections, by the General Assembly, to votes 
shall be given for one election only at the same 
time; and that a majority of the whole number of 
votes shall be necessary to a choice, that the members 
of both houses will assemble in the Representative 
Chamber, and the names of the members of each 
house shall be called by their respective clerks, 
whereupon the President of the Senate, and Speak¬ 
er of the House of Representatives shall ascertain the 
result which shall be announced by the Speaker. 

On motion, ordered that the Senate do concur in 
said resolution, and a message be sent to the house 
of representatives informing them thereof. 

On motion of Mr. Casey, according to the order 
of the day the senate resolved itself into a committee 
of the whole on the message of his Excellency the 
Governor- Mr. Moore in the chair, and after some 
time spent therein Mr. President resumed the chair, 
and Mr. Moore reported that the committee had ac¬ 
cording to order had the message of his Excellency 
the Governor and the subjects therein contained un¬ 
der consideration and beg leave to propose the 
adoption of the following resolutions. 

Resolved, that so much of the Governor's message 
as relates to education, and the school lands given 
by the congress of the United States to the state of 
Alabama, be referred to the committee of schools 
and colleges.

Resolved, that so much of the message of the 
Governor as relates to the general revision of the 
existing statutes, be referred to the committee on the 
judiciary. 

Resolved, that so much of the message of the 
Governor as relates to elections be referred to the 
committee of privileges and elections. 

Resolved, that so much of the message of his 
Excellency the Governor as relates to the organiza¬ 
tion of the J udiciary department and the appoint¬ 
ment of judges , be referred to the committee on the 
J udiciary. 

Resolved, that so much of the message of his 
Excellency the Governor, as relates to county offi¬ 
cers, and offences committed on Indian lands, be 
referred to the committee on the J udiciary. 

Resolved, that so much of the message of his Ex¬ 
cellency the Governor, as relates to the accounts ex¬ 
isting between the state of Alabama and the state of 
Mississippi, be referred to the committee of finance. 
Resolved, that so much of the message of his Ex¬ 
cellency the Governor as relates to public arms, and 
militia be referred to the military committee. 

Resolved, that so much of his Excellency the 
Governor's message as relates to the census be re¬ 
ferred to a select committee. 

Resolved, that so much of his Excellency the Gov¬ 
ernor's message as relates to the town of Cahawba, 
be referred to a select committee. 

All of which were severally read and adopted. 

On motion, ordered that the resolution from the 
House of Representatives regulating elections by the 
General Assembly be enrolled. 

The committee on enrolled bills have leave of ab¬ 
sence from the House. 

Mr. Casey presented the petition of sundry citi-

Mr. President, 

I am instructed by his Excellency the Governor, 
to inform you, that he has this day approved and 
signed a joint resolution which originated in this bo¬ 
dy, regulating Elections by the General Assembly. 
Message from the House of Representatives, by 
Messrs. Chapman and Dillihunty. 

Mr. President, 

We are instructed by the House of Representa¬ 
tives to inform you that they are ready to receive 
your honorable body in their chamber for the pur¬ 
pose of electing two Senators from this state to the 
Congress of the United States, and then withdrew.

Rules of order and Decorum for the Government 
of the Senate. 

1. The President shall take the chair precisely at 
the hour every day to which the Senate have ad¬ 
journed the preceding day, and on the appearance 
of a quorum call to order. 

2. I mmediately after the President shall have ta¬ 
ken the chair the J ournal of the preceding day shall 
be read, to the end that any mistake therein may be 
corrected. 

3. The President shall preserve order and deco¬ 
rum, and shall decide questions of order subject to 
an appeal to the House. 

4. Every member previous to his speaking shall 
rise in his place, uncovered and address himself to 
Mr. President. 

5. When two or more members rise at the same 
time, the President shall name the member who is 
first to speak. 
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6. No member shall speak more than twice to the 
same question without leave of the Senate, nor more 
than once until every member choosing to speak, 
shall have spoken. 

7. No motion shall be debated or put unless the 
same be seconded ; when a motion is seconded , it 
shall be state by the President before debated, and 
every such motion shall be reduced to writing, if the 
President or any member rebuest it. 

8. After a motion is stated by the President, it 

shall be deemed in possession of the Senate, but may 
be withdrawn at any time before decision or amend¬ 
ment. 

9. When a question is under debate, no motion 
shall be received, unless to amend it, to commit it, to 
postpone it to a day certain , for the previous question, 
or to adjourn. 

10. That every question shall be determined by 

a majority of voices, and after the determination , the 
same shall not be resumed, but with the consent of 
two thirds of the members present, at some subse¬ 
quent day of the session, and that upon notice given 
of the motion for resuming such motion, at least one 
day before such motion be made. 

12. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order 
and shall be decided without debate. 

13. The previous question until it is decided shall 
preclude amendments and debate on the main ques¬ 
tion, and shall be decided in this form "shall the 
main question be now put. 

14. No motion for commitment, until it is decided, 
shall preclude amendments of the main question. 

16. Petitions memorials, and other papers addres¬ 
sed to the legislature, shall be presented to the Pres- 
dent or a member in his place. 

17. Every Senator who shall be present when a 
question is put, shall vote for or against the same; 
unless the Senate excuse him, or unless he be imme-

diately interested in the question, in which case he 
shall not vote. 

18. When the President is putting a question no 
Senator shall walk out, or across the house : nor 
when any member is speaking , pass between him and 
the chair. 

19. A Senator when called to order shall immedi¬ 
ately sit down, and the Senate if applied to shall de 
cide the case, but without debate if there be no ap¬ 
peal the decision of the chair shall be final. 

20. Every bill shall be introduced by motion for 
leave, one day's previous notice being given, or by an 
order of the Senate or on the report of a committee. 

21. Every bill shall receive three several readings 
previous to its being passed, and on different days 
unless the Senate unanimously direct otherwise. 

22. No bill shall be amended or committed, until 
it shall have been twice read. 

23. In forming a committee of the whole, the Pres¬ 
ident shall leave the chair, and a chairman shall be 
named, by the President to preside. 

24. All questions whether in the Senate or in com¬ 
mittee of the whole, shall be put in the order they 
were moved except in cases of amendment except that 
filling up blanks, the largest sum and the longest 

time shall be first put. 

25. A similar mode of proceeding shall be observ¬ 
ed with bills which have originated and passed the 
House of Representatives, as with bills that origina¬ 
ted in the Senate. 

26. The rules of the Senate shall be observed in 
the committee of the whole, so far as they may be ap¬ 
plicable except the rule limiting the time of speaking. 

27. A motion that the committee rise shall always 
be in order, and shall be decided without debate. 

28. No member shall absent himself from the 
Senate without leave obtained on motion. 

29. Bill committed to the committee of the whole 
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house, shall be first read through by the secretary and 
then read and debated by clauses having the pream¬ 
ble to be last considered- all amendments shall be 
stated on a separate piece of paper, and so reported 
by the chairman, standing in his place after the re¬ 
port the bill shall be subject to debate, and amend¬ 
ment before the question to engross it be taken. 

30. No member shall move from his seat until the 
President has left the chair. 

31. The President may appoint any other member 
to perform the duties of the chair, provided said ap¬ 
pointment shall not continue longer than one day. 

32. On the meeting of the house after rending of the 
Journals, the presentation of petitions shall be first in 
order, and it shall be the duty of the President to 

call for the same. 

On motion ordered that said report be received. 

On motion of Mr. Moore ordered that the report 
of the committee appointed to prepare and draft rules 
of order and decorum for the government of life Sen¬ 
ate , be referred to committee of the whole house and 
be made the order of the day on tomorrow. 

Messrs. Casey, Garth, and Watkins were appointed 
on the select committee appointed on so much of the 
message of his Excellency the Governor as relates to 
the town of Cahawba. 

Messrs. Moore, Conner and Ringold, were appointed 
on the select committee appointed to take into consid¬ 
eration so much of the Governor's message as relates 
to the census. 

The Senate adjourned until tomorrow 10 o'clock. 
FRIDAY, Oct. 29, 1819. 

The Senate met agreeable to adjournment. 

Mr. Terrell reported that the joint committee to 
whom was referred the examination and report the 
most convenient rooms that can be obtained, as well 
as the terms on which such rooms can be had ; re¬ 
ported that the room now occupied by the Repre- 
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sentative branch , can only be retained a few days at 
two dollars per day. 

Two rooms sufficiently spacious , having one chim¬ 
ney place each, within the Huntsville Inn, have been 
examined, neither of which will be rented, unless 
both are taken, at sixteen dollars per day, chairs and 
fuel included. 

Two large sheet iron stoves, with a small one (if ne¬ 
cessary) for the use of the Speaker can be procured 
in this place, fitted up for use by monday next, on 
the lower floor of the court house for sixty dollars. 

A large cast iron stove is prepared for the Senato¬ 
rial chamber, now occupied, and which on the sug¬ 
gestion of the representative house, can be exchan¬ 
ged for one of sheet iron. 

Your committee therefore can have no hesitancy 
in reporting the lower floor of the court house to be 
the most proper apartment for the reception of the 
representative branch, and the room now occupied by 
the Senate to be the most convenient for the accom¬ 
modation of that body : which on motion of Mr. Ter¬ 
rell was received , and agreed to. 

Ordered, that a message be sent to the House of 
Representatives informing them thereof. 

Mr. Thomas Ringold , senator from Marengo 
county appeared and took his seat. 

Mr. Hodges presented the petition of Alle Kyle a 
citizen of Lawrence county, praying the passage of a 
law authorizing her as the widow and relief of J ohn 
Kyle, deceased, to execute a deed of conveyance for 
the N. E. quarter section of land of section 22, in 
range 5, and in township 7, to Jonathan Sanderland, 
said land having been sold by said J ohn in his life¬ 
time to said J onathan. 

Ordered that said petition be referred to a select 
committee whereupon messrs Hodges, Hanby and 
Garth were appointed. 

On motion according to the order of the day the

Senate resolved itself into a committee of the whole, 
on the report of the select committee appointed to 
prepare and draft rules for the government of the 
Senate, Mr. Moore in the chair, and after some time 
spent therein Mr. President, resumed the chair, and

27. No offender shall absent himself from the sen¬ 
ate, without leave obtained on motion.

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28. Bills committed to committee of the whole 
house, shall be first read through by the secretary ; 
and then read and debated by clauses, leaving the 
preamble and caption to be last considered — all 
amendments shall be entered on a separate piece of 
paper, and so reported by the chairman, standing 

in his place : after the report the bill shall be subject 
to debate, and amendment before the question to en¬ 
gross is taken. 

29. When the senate adjourns no member shall 
move from his seat until the President has left the 
chair. 

30. The President may appoint any other member 
to perform the duties of the chair; provided said ap¬ 
pointment shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 

31. On the meeting of the house after the reading 
of the journals , the presentation of petitions shall be 
first in order, after petition are disposed of, reports 
first from standing committees, and select committees 
shall be called for, and the above business shall be 
done at no other time of the day except by permission 
of the senate. 

Mr. Moore proposed the following as additional 
rules, which were adopted. 

32. All ordinary committees shall consist of three 
members and be appointed by the President unless 
otherwise directed by the senate, and on motion one 
or more members may be added to any committee 

33. All memorials and addresses shall be signed 
by the President, and all warrants or subpoenas issu¬ 
ed by order of the senate shall be under his hand and 
seal, attested by the secretary In cases of any dis¬ 
turbance or disorderly conduct in the lobby, the Pres¬ 
ident or chairman shall have power to order the same 
to be cleared. 

34. The ayes and noes shall be taken when called 
for by any two members. The president shall vote 
in all cases, except in the cases heretofore excepted. 
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On motion of Mr. Watkins, the following resolu¬ 
tion was adopted : Resolved that the secretary have 
printed for the use of the senate, fifty copies of the 
rules of order and decorum.

Resolved, that both houses of the General Assembly of 
the state of Alabama, convene in the representatives 
chamber on tomorrow at the hour of 12 o'clock , for 
the purpose of electing a Secretary of state, Comp¬ 
troller of public accounts, Treasurer, Adjutant and 
Quarter master General: which was read and on mo¬ 
tion ordered to lie on the table. 

A message from the house of representatives by 
messrs. Lamkin and Dillahunty : Mr President, the 
house of representatives beg leave to inform your hon¬ 
orable body that they have disagreed to the second re¬ 
solution sent from the senate on Tuesday last, and 
adopted the following in lieu thereof. 

And be it further resolved, that this General Assem¬ 
bly do highly approve of the conduct of Maj. General 
Andrew J ackson in the prosecution of the late war with 
the Siminole Indians, and sincerely regret the course 
pursued by such members of the Congress of the Uni¬ 
ted States as attempted at their last session to censure 
his distinguished chieftian; to which they ask you

Casey ordered to lie on the table.

roads, and the inhabitants from indiscriminate slaught- 
ter. 

3. Resolved, that this whole course during his mili¬ 
tary career, received our entire approbation. 

4. Resolved, that his visit to this place at this time 
affords us the livliest satisfaction ; as it enables us to 
express to him the high sense we entertain of his servi¬ 
ces, and our perfect confidence in his talents, integrity 
and patriotism. 

The motion of Mr. Moore being entitled to preced¬ 
ent the question recurred on said motion that the sen-

Mr President - The house of representatives have 
concurred in the resolution appointing a joint committee 
to wait on his excellency the Governor and inform him 
that both houses will forthwith convene in the represen¬ 
tative chamber in order to administer the oath of office 
to him, and that they have appointed on their part for 
that purpose messrs .

Gentlemen, - I avail myself of this occasion, to ex¬ 
press my acknowledgements for the proof which has 
been afforded me, of the public confidence. Called by 
the voice of our fellow citizens to the chief magistracy 
of the state, I proceed to the station, with a full convic¬ 
tion of its high responsibility and with a sincere de¬ 
sire to promote the welfare of the country, and the hap¬ 
piness of the people. 

We have entered on the exercise of the rights of self 
government and I am persuaded, that no one has strong¬ 
er inducements to rejoice, at the change in our politic¬ 
al condition, than the individual who now addresses 
you. A territorial government can never be accepta¬ 
ble to any portion of the American community : and 
such is the nature and extent of the powers delegated 
to the Executive, that his acts are always viewed with 
suspicion and jealousy. His best deeds are seldom 
correctly estimated ; and his unintentional errors are 
often ascribed to unworthy motives. 
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Happily for all concerned, these sources of collision 
and distrust are now removed, and we behold the grat¬ 
ifying spectacle of the representatives of a free people, 
erecting and establishing the Temple of Liberty. 

United to the great family of its American States; 
possessing simple resources for the advancement of 
learning and the diffusion of knowledge ; blessed with 
a country, abounding in navigable waters and rich in 
the advantages of soil and climate, we surely cannot 
contemplate the high destiny which awaits us, without 
sentiments of profound gratitude and without a firm 
determination to cherish and support the government of 
our choice, under which alone such distinguished bless¬ 
ings can be enjoyed. 

On my part, I solemnly declare, that my best exertions 
shall be devoted, to the promotion of virtue and intelli¬ 
gence, the only sure basis of all free institutions ; to the 
encouragement of obedience to the laws ; to the cultiva¬ 
tion of harmony, and good will among ourselves and 
with the public functionaries of our sister states, and 
of the United States ; to the improvement of those nat¬ 
ural advantages with which we are so bountifully sup¬ 
plied; and to the accomplishment of every object, which 
according to my deliberate judgment, may tend to ele¬ 
vate the character of our state, and to establish its true 
and permanent interests. 

Whereupon His Excellency retired, and the mem¬ 
bers of the Senate returned to their own chamber, and 
Mr President resumed the chair.

Mr. Garth from the select committee, appointed to 
ascertain the expences of assessing and collecting the 
taxes for the year 1819, reported that returns had been 
received from eighteen counties, the taxes of which a- 
mounts to twenty five thousand two hundred & 50 dolls, 
and the expence of assessing and collecting the same 
amounts in three thousand six hundred and nine dollars, 
which is about fourteen and a half per cent upon the a- 
mount of taxes collected. Your committee suggest that 
the assessing of taxes in one of the small counties, un¬ 
der the existing laws, amounts to thirty-three and a half 
per cent upon the amount assessed in the county, and 
in several from fifteen to thirty per cent, beside the com¬ 
missions for collecting the same. Your committee re¬ 
commend some change in the law, that will assess and 
collect the taxes in some manner that will be less expen¬ 
sive to the state. Ordered, that said report and ac¬ 
companying document do lie on the table. 

The order of the day having been called for A bill 
to suppress riots, routs, unlawful assemblies and break¬ 
ing of the peace, was read. Ordered, that said bill be 
committed to committee of the whole, and made the 
order of the day on tomorrow.

pages of equal size, an don the same type and kind of 
paper for $2 50 c. per page he will print 24 pages of 
the laws each week after the rising of the General As¬ 
sembly, and 32 pages of the journals each week there¬ 
after until the whole be completed— or he will deliver 
the acts to the secretary of state within 40 days after the 
rising of the General Assembly; and to complete and 
deliver the journals within four months thereafter.

Chapter IX. 

That all power is inherent in the people, and all free 
governments are formed on their authority, and instituted 
for their peace, safety and happiness, are the funda¬ 
mental principles of republicanism. 

To prevent the peace, safety and happiness of the 
people, from being endangered, political orthodoxy tea¬ 
ches that they ought never to delegate a power which 
they can exercise with convenience themselves. 

In proportion as the capital of monied institutions is 
increased, its branches extend, and its direction remo¬ 
ved from the body of the people, so also will be in¬ 
creased, its power and inclinations to do evil and ty- 
ranize, Therefore,

of the commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in General As¬ 
sembly met, that the following amendment be proposed 
to the constitution of the United States viz : Congress 
shall make no laws to erect or incorporate any bank or 
other monied institution, except within the district of 
Columbia, and every bank or other monied institution 
which shall be established by the authority of Congress 
shall together with the branches, and offices of discount 
and deposit, be confined to the district of Columbia. 

Resolved, that our senators and representatives in 
Congress be requested to use their exertions to procure 
the adoption of the following amendment. 

Resolved, that the Governor be requested to transmit 
copies of the foregoing preamble, proposed amendment 
and resolution to each of our senators and representa¬ 
tives in Congress, and also to transmit like copies to 
the Executive of the several states with a request that 
they lay the same before the Legislative thereof, soli-

agers at the court house — and on the question being ta- 
en thereupon, it passed in the affirmative. 

Ordered that the reading of said bill be dispensed 
with and that said bill be read the third time on tomor¬ 
row.

A message from the house of representatives by Mr. 

Coats- Mr. President: The house of representatives 
have passed the following acts : 

An act to appoint additional commissioners for the 
town of Huntsville. 

An act to alter and amend the laws regulating the 
admission and practice of attornies at law, in which 
they desire your concurrence. 

They have also passed the following acts, which 
originated in the senate. 

An act to change the name of the county of Cahawba, 
and have amended the same by striking out the word 
"Seveir” and inserting Pike in lieu thereof and 
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An act to prevent frauds and fraudulent combinations 
in the sale of public lands, within this state - which 
they have amended by adding a section thereto ; in 
which they desire your concurrence. 

On motion ordered, that said message do lie on the 
table. 

Mr. Farmer from the committee appointed for that 
purpose, reported the following joint rules, for the 
government of the General Assembly of the state f al- 
bama. 

1. When a message shall be sent from the senate to 

the house of representatives, it shall be announced at the 
bar of the house by the door keeper, and shall be re¬ 
spectfully communicated to the chair by the person 
bearing the same. 

2. The same ceremony shall be observed when a 
message shall be sent by the house of representatives to 
the senate. 

3. Messages shall be carried by such members as 
the chair of each may respectively nominate. 

4. Whilst bills are upon their passage between the 
two houses, they shall be under the signature of the 
secretary or clerk of each house respectively. 

5. After a bill shall have passed both houses, the 
clerk or secretary of the house in which the same may 
have originated, shall enrol it before it be presented to 
the Governor for his signature. 

6. When bills are enrolled they shall be examined 

by a joint committee of both houses, as standing com¬ 
mittee appointed for that purpose, who shall carefully 
compare the enrolled with the engrossed copy, and 
such errors as may appear and report forthwith, to their 
respective houses. 

7. After the examination and report each bill shall 

be signed in their respective houses, first by the speak¬ 
er of the house of representatives, then by the president 
of the senate. 

8. After a bill shall have been thus signed, in each 
house, it shall be presented by said examining commit 
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tee to the Governor for his approval, it being endorsed 
on the back of the roll, certifying in which house the 
same originated, which endorsement shall be signed by 
the secretary or clerk (as the case may be) of the house 
in which the same did originate, and shall be entered 
on the journals of each house. The same committee 
shall report the day of presentation to the Governor, 
which shall also be carefully entered on the journals of 
each house. 

9. All ordered, resolutions, and votes which are to be 
presented to the Governor for his approbation, shall in 
the same manner, be enrolled, examined and signed, 
and shall be presented by the same committee, in the 
same manner as provided in case of bills. 

10. In every case of amendment of a bill or resolu¬ 
tion agreed to in one and disagreed to in the other, ei¬ 
ther house may insist, and ask a concurrence, and ap¬ 
point a committee for the purpose, and the other house 
shall also appoint a committee to confer, and such com¬ 
mittee shall meet at such time and place as shall be 
agree don, and shall confer freely upon the subject of 
disagreement, and the committee of conference, if nei¬ 
ther will consent or concur, may agree to any modifica¬ 
tion of the amendment, or amendments of the original 
bill or resolution, and report the same to their respec¬ 
tive houses, subject to the adoption, or rejection of either 
in part or in whole ; and in case of rejection, a confer¬ 
ence may be asked, and obtained, as often as one house 
may think proper to solicit, and the other to consent. 

11. When both houses of the General Assembly 
shall convene in the respective chamber for the pur¬ 
pose of election any public officers, it shall be in order 
for any member of either house, to nominate any person 
for the office or appointment about to be filled, and the 
members nominating may express their opinion of the 
persons, or persons nominated, and the members of each 
house shall address themselves to their respective pre¬ 
siding officers, whose duty it shall be to preserve order. 
On motion ordered, that said report do lie on the 

table. 
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Mr. Farmer from the committee to whom was refer¬ 
red the message of his Excellency the Governor of the 
third inst. with the accompanying documents reported, 
that the committee had, according to order, had the 
subject under consideration, and were of opinion that 
the amendment proposed by the Legislature of the com¬ 
monwealth of Pennsylvania to the Constitution of the 
United States, would tend to perpetuate the evils of the 
paper rages, which are issued by numerous swindling, 
banking institutions throughout the nation, and against 
which a national bank is calculated to afford the most 
effectual remedy they therefore submit the following 
resolution.

on motion committed to committee of the whole and 
made the order of the day on tomorrow. 

A bill to authorise J ustices of the peace to received 
acknowledgment of deeds, &c. was read the 2d time.

An act to regulate elections, and establish separate 
precincts, was read a third time. 

Mr. Rose moved that said bill be committed to a 
select committee, and on the question being taken there¬ 
upon, the yeas and nays being called for, it passed in 
the negative, yeas 8, nays 12.

To the senate and house of representatives of the con- 
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gress of the United States ; the general assembly of the 
state of Alabama, respectfully represent, that after the 
close of a glorious and successful war, on the part of 
this country against Great Britain, the establishment of 
a general peace in Europe, and the consequent revival 
of commerce throughout the world, cotton the staple ar¬ 
ticle of this state, rose to a very high price and obtained 
ready sale in the European markets, at the same period 
the country was inundated with the notes of various 
state banks, and a very large amount of Mississippi 
stock, which by law had been made receivable in pay¬ 
ment for public land in the state of Mississippi and the 
then territory of Alabama, was also in circulation and 
obtainable upon easy and accommodating terms to pur¬ 
chasers amidst circumstances so propitions for the 
United States, and unfortunate for the citizens of the 
infant state, was a portion of the public land, within 
our limits, offered for sale by the government to the 
highest bidder; attracted by the fertility of our soil, and 
stimulated by the desire of participating in the great 
profits, which the growing of cotton promoted to the 
planter; people from almost every state in the union 
thronged the public sales, loaded with bank notes and 
mississippi stock. The consequences were such as the 
circumstances were naturally calculated to produce. 

The land sold for high and extravagant prices, and an 
immense debt is now owing by the citizens to the go¬ 
vernment of the United States. The untried results of 
a general peace have baffled the calculations of the 
most prudent and sagacious merchants in the world -- a 
general derangement of the money system has taken 
place, commerce has languished, our staple commodity 
has fallen to less than half the price it maintained at 
the time of those sales many of the state banks then in 
high credit, have since entirely failed, and others to 
protect themselves against a similar fate, have been 
compelled to curtail their discounts and call in their 
notes from circulation ; even the bank of the United 
States, which promised in its commencement a sound 
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and safe circulation, and an equality of exchange has 
also been constrained to diminish the circulation of its 
notes until they are as scarce as gold and silver, which 
we rarely see, the metal currency of the country is lock¬ 
ed up in the vaults of the banks, and the community is 
left without a currency sufficient for the ordinary pur¬ 
poses of trade ; in addition to all these circumstances, 
it is expected that your honourable body will at the 
present session of congress change the node of selling 
the public land by reducing the minimum price, and re¬ 
quiring the whole purchase money to be paid in advance ; 
although such a law may be wise and politic, it must 
have the effect of producing great inequality between 
those who have heretofore purchased under so many 
disadvantages, and those who may hereafter purchase 
under circumstances so favourable. Believing as your 
memorialists do, that it cannot be the policy of the U. 
States to exact from her citizens such forfeitures or to 
enforce to the full extent, contracts made under cirucm- 
stances altogether favourable to the government and un¬ 
favourable to the citizen, and believing also, the inter¬ 
est of the government would not be subserved by such 
a policy. They therefore, respectfully pray, that a law 
may be passed by your honourable body, extending 
such relief to the purchasers of public land in this state, 
as you in your wisdom may think most adviseable. 
Resolved, by the senate and house of representatives 
of the state of Alabama in general assembly convened, 
that the governor of this state be, and he is hereby re¬ 
quested to forward one copy of the foregoing memorial, 
to each of our senators, and one copy to our representa¬ 
tive in the congress of the United States, with a request 
that they will exert themselves to procure such relief 
to the purchasers of public lands in this state, as the 
wisdom of the congress of the United States, may think 
proper to grant. 

Which memorial and resolution were read the first 
time. 

On motion, ordered that the rule which requires all 
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memorials and resolutions to be read on three several 
days, be dispensed with, and that the said memorial 
and resolution be read the second time forthwith. 

The same was accordingly read the second time, 
and 

On motion of Mr. Rose, the house resolved itself into 
committee of the whole, thereon Mr. Moore in the 
chair, and after some time spent therein the committee 
rose, Mr. President resumed the chair and Mr. Moore 
reported that te committee had according to order had 
the said memorial, with accompanying resolution under 
consideration, had made the following amendments 
thereto, the general assembly of the state of Alabama 
further represents, that great inconvenience arises to a 
large portion of the citizens of this state, from the cir¬ 
cumstance of there being but one port of entry and de¬ 
livery within the state. They therefore pray your 
hounourable body, that a law may be passed constituting 
the port of Blakely a port of entry of delivery, and 
instructed him to report the same as amended. 

Which amendment was concurred, in. 

On motion of Mr. Rose, said memorial and resolu¬ 
tion were indefinitely postponed.

Mr. Chambers proposed the following resolution: 

Resolved unanimously that the thanks of the senate 
are due to the honorable Thomas Bibb, for the assidui¬ 
ty, ability and impartiality with which he has perform¬ 
ed the arduous duties of President during the present 
session which resolution was unanimously adopted 
and read by the secretary. 

Whereupon Mr. President rose and addressed the 
senate thus: 

Gentlemen of the Senate, 

Sensible that my inexperience must have led 
me into occasional errors in the discharge of the duties 
your choice assigned me, I am more than thankful for 
the very kind approbation of my conduct which you 
have been pleased to express. 

And it becomes me in return to acknowledge the ob¬ 
ligation I feel for the liberal aid and support you have 
uniformily extended towards me. 

To that source in a great degree am I indebted 
for whatever success may have attended my exertions 
to preserve harmony and order, and to promote the 
discharge of the public business. 

Having closed our present labours, which I am hap¬ 
py to say have been conducted with more than ordinary 
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good humour and deference of opinion towards each 
other — and being about to separate, I pray you accept 
individually my best wishes, that your may enjoy every 
good and every happiness that ths world can bestow. 

On motion of Mr. Moore, the senate then adjourned 
Sine die.
